New Hybrid Corns 


Available For - 
Spring Planting 


Two new corn hybirds develop- 
ed at the Michigan Agricultural 
Experiment Station, will be avail- 
able to Michigan farmers. for 
planting. next spring, according 
to-E. C. Rossman, who is in charge 
of corn breeding research at Mich. 
State College. — 

The two promising hybrids 
are called Michigan 250. and 
Michigan 850 (formerly Michigan 
Experiment hybrids 281 ang 267, 
respectively.) Their development 
eovers a period of about 20 years 
of inbreeding, selection and test- 
ing. Because - of their superior 
performance in - over-state tests 
during past years, they have been 


accepted by the Michigan Crop 


Improvement. Association for 
certification, 
* Commercial double-cross seed
